EXAMINER'S REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2 and 4-25 are allowed over the prior art of record as amended in the 
reply filed 4/30/2007. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims in 
this application have been allowed because the prior art of record fails to disclose either 
singly or in combination the claimed device of a multi-lumen catheter with an inner tube, 
outer tube, and guide wire tube with the inner and guidewire tube slidable relative to the 
outer tube so that a front tip can move between a closed and open position so that in 
the closed position the tip is joined to a front end of the outer tube to shut off fluid 
communication to a blood extraction lumen and blood return lumen. 
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The closest prior art of record is Maginot et al. (6,190,371 ) and Dierker 
(2,148,541), however these references do not disclose the device as claimed by 
Applicant. 

Regarding claims 2 and 4, the closest prior art of record fails to teach among all 
the limitations of the tip function with the blood return and extraction lumen fluid 
communication positions and the relationship of the control flow to those lumens when 
the tip slides with the guide wire tube between the open and closed positions. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
